Cabot Discovers Newfoundland—1l497, 


On the 24th of ;une, John Cabot discovered Newfoundland; Bona- 
vista is <upposed to be the first land sighted. He received £10 for his 
discovery from Henry VII. The late Dr. Harvey gives Cape Breton as 
Cabot’s landfall; Jas. P. Howley, Esq., Geologist, says Labrador; while 
his Grace the late Archbishop Howley, and Newfonndland’s most promi- 
nent historian, Judge Prowse, give it as Bonavista. The late Archbishop 
O’Brien, of Halifax, claims Cape Breton as Cabot’s landfall.

Conception Bay Discovered—1500. 


Gaspard de Cortereal, a valiant and religious Portuguese, dicovered 
Conception Bay in this year. Bishop Mullock savs in his lectures that 
he called it after the great mystery known as the Conception, The same 
date Trinity Harbour was discovered by de Cortereal, who entered it on 
Trinity Sunday, and on that account gave it its name. It is said that 
Gaspard and his brother Michael perished in a second attempt to visit 
the country. 


Sir Humphrey Gilbert Comes to Newfoundland—1583. 


Sir Humphrey Gilbert reached the harbour of St. John’s in August. 
Queen Elizabeth gave him letters patent authorizing him to take posses- 
sion of Newfoundland, to colonize it and to exercise jurisdiction over it 
and the neighbouring lands within two hundred leagues in every direc- 
tion. On August 5th Sir Humphrey and his men landed. The ceremony 
of taking possession was performed. In the midst of the assemblage he 
stood up and read the patent authorizing him to take possession of the 
Island. The English banner was hoisted on a flag pole. The place of 
landing is said to have been the King’s Beach. 


Guy’s Colony Founded—1610, 


John Guy left Bristol, England, with his brother Philip, his brother- 
in-law Colston, and thirty-nine persons, in three ships, and on arriving 
in Newfoundland they founded a colony at Cupids, Port-de-Grave. Here 
they built houses and wharves, stores and a fishing establishment, and 
the fort and a battery mourted with three guns. In 1Ig1o ‘‘ Guy’s Cele- 
bration ’’ was held at Cupids and at Bristol’s Hope, formerly called Mos- 
quito, the second colony founded by Guy. A granite monument was 
erected in his honour at Cupids. 


First White Child Born in Newfoundland—1618. 


Rev. Moses Harvey in his “‘ History of Newfoundland,”’ says that 
‘this was a memorable year. The first child of European parents was 
born here this year.”’ 


Captain Whitbourne Arrives—1615. 


Capt. Richard Whitbourne. of Exmouth, Devonshire, England, was 
sent to Newfoundland to establish order and correct abuses among the 
fishermen. He empannelled juries and dispensed justice after a fashion, 
On his return home he wrote a work, entitled: ‘‘ A discourse and dis- 
covery of Newfoundland.”’ 


Sir George Calvert Arrives in Newfoundland—1623. 


Sir George Calvert, afterwards Lord Baltimore, a native of Yorkshire, 
educated at Oxford, was a Roman Catholic gentleman of superior abilities 
and much caracity for business. He obtained a patent trom James I 
conveying to him the whole of the Southern Peninsula of Newfoundland, 
extending from Trinity Bay to Placentia Bay, and was named Avalon by 
him, He planted his colony at Ferryland, forty miles North of Cape 

-Race, where he built a fine house and resided for many years with his 
family. He left for Maryland, one of the American Colonies, where 
he fonnded the City of Baltimore, 


Sir David Kirke Sends Settlers—1651. 


Sir David Kirke, with the sanction of Parliament, introduced a body 
of settlers. This may be regarded as the first introduction of the Celtic 
element. A short while previous Viscount Falkland, Lord-Lieutenant of 
Ireland, sent out a number of emigrants from that country to increase 
the scanty population of Newfoundland. 


St. John’s Captured by French--1696. 


St. John’s fell before a French attack this year, and the whole of the 
settlements, with the exce'tion of Bonavista and Carbonear shared the 
same fate, The treaty of Ryswick restored these conquests to England 
and left France in possession of her settlements on the Southwest Coast. 
In 1708, in the reign of Anne, St. John's again fell into the hands of the 
French, and for atime they had entire possession of the island. But in 
1713, by the Treaty of Utrecht, the French agreed to surrender New- 
foundland, and Great Britain he.d sole possession of the island. In 1762 
St. John’s was again taken by the French, but was reconquered by an Eng- 
lish force the same year, In 1796 another attempt was made to capture St. 
John’s, but it was a failure. This was the last attempt to take the town. 


Grant for First Resident Clergyman—1t703. 


To the venerable English Society, Newfoundland is indebted for the 
first resident clergyman—Rev. John Jackson. In this year we find the 
following entry in the records of the Society: ‘To Mr. Jackson, £50 per 
annuum, and a benefaction of £30,’ Mr Jackson came to St. John’s in 
1697, and ministered to a Congregation in a small Church close to Fort 
William. (Prowse’s History.) 


First Governor Comes to Newfoundland—1729. 


Capt. Henry Osborne, of H.M.S. Sgu7rrel, was appointed Governor 
of Newfoundland in this year. It is said he wasa painstaking, honest 
and conscientious ruler. His appointment greatly alarmed the merchants 
lest it might interfere with their profitable and uncontrolled dominion 
over the people and fisheries. 


Court of Oyer and Terminer Appointed—1737. 


It was proposed this year to establish a Court of Oyer and Terminer 
for the trial of persons guilty of committing capital crimes in the island. 
It is said that owing to restrictions by which the commission was clogged 
that it was rendered useless until years afterwards. 


Vice-Admiralty Court Established—1740. 


“In order to avoid the expense and risk of sending prizes to Eng- 
land, being captured from the Spanish at this time, that nation and Eng- 
land being at war, a Vice-Admiralty Court was established at St. John’s. 
W. Keen, a merchant, was the first Judge.’”’ (Tocque.) 


Felons First Tried in Newfoundland—1750, 


Capt. Drake was appointed Governor this year. During his admin- 
istration felons were first brought to trial. Previously all accused had 
to be sent to England for trial. The Court only sat in the summer 
months when the Governor was present. 


Census of this Year—1768. 


A census was taken at the close of this year, from which it appeared 
that the population of the island numbered 13,112. Of these 7,500 were 
permanent residents in the island, of whom 4,795 were Catholics, and 
2,705 were Protestants. In this year Labrador was annexed to Newfound- 
land, the whole coast was placed under the care of the Governor, whose 
title henceforth was to be ‘‘ Governor and Commander-in-Chief in and 
over the Island of Newfoundland and of all the Coast of Labrador from 


the entrance of Hudson’s Bay to the River of St. John opposite the Island 
of Anticosti.” 


Religious Liberty Granted—1784. 


This year a Royal Proclamation ended for ever religious persecution, 
and liberty of conscience was granted, and the tree exercise of their 
modes of worshtp was secured by Roman Catholics. 


Creation of First Supreme Court—1793 


This year a Supreme Court of Judicature was appointed for the whole 
island of Newfoundland. This Court had full power to try all crimes 
and misdemeanours, and to determine all suits and complaints of a civil 
nature. Chief Justice Reeves was the first President of the Supreme 
Court. He was a man of high character and great legal ability. 


Copper Coinage for Newfoundland—I798, 


The Lords of the Committee of the Council of England relating to 
trade and foreign plantations suggested the need of a copper currency in 
Newfoundland, either to be sent from England or to have a local coin to 
suit the fishermen. 


Gower Street Begun—1804. 


Governor Gower caused a road to be marked out thirty feet wide be- 
tween the distances of 200 and 210 yards from high water mark, with 
permission to persons to build on the side of the road facing the harbour. 
They iu return for the permission paying from £5 to £10 to the fund for 
the relief of the poor. The street was named after the Governor. 


First Indian Woman at St. Johu’s—I804. 


A female Indian found paddling in a canoe was captured by a fisher- 
man named Cull, and brought to St John’s. She was kindly treated and 
sent back to her people by Lord Gambier. It was never known what 
became of her, 


First Post Offee Established—1tS805. 


The citizens petitioned the Governor for a post office where bags of 
mail made up at London may be sent by merchant ships to St. John’s, 
The Governor levied a penny on a letter to the master of any vessel who 
would bring letters to the island. Twopence for every letter delivered 
by the Postmaster-General, and one penny for his trouble. In 1806 Goy- 
ernor Gower appointed Simon Solomon, Postmaster. He had no authority 
for imposing postage and was not in touch with the Postmaster-General 
in London. Solomon kept the post office in his watchmakers’ store. After 
his death his son, W. L. Solomon, became first Postmaster-General. He 
died in 1860, and John Delaney, Esq., became Postmaster-General. 


First Newspaper—1S06. 


The Royal Gazette was the first newspaper to be printed in New- 
foundland. Its editor and owner was Mr John Ryan, an American loy- 
alist, and the proprietor of a paper at New York, after wh.ch he came 
to St. John, N.B, where he published the Royal Gazette and became 
King’s Printer. On the removal of the New Brunswick Government from 
St John to Fredericton, Mr. Ryan resigned and came to Newfound- 
land, where he started the Royal Gazette and Newfoundland Advertiser 
at St. John’s. The first issue was published in August, 1807. 


Benevolent Lrish Society Founded—I!I806. 


A number of Irish gentlemen met on February 5th, in the ‘‘ London 
Tavern,’’ being desirous of relieving the wants and distress of their coun- 
trymen and fellow-creatures at large It was unanimously agreed ‘“‘ that 
a Society formed upon true principles of benevolence and philantrophy, 
would be the most effectual mode of establishing a pe:manent relief to 
the wretched and distressed.’ It was composed of Protestants and Catho- 
lics, Irishmen or descendants of Irishmen. Capt. Winckworth Tonge was 
President; Lieut.-Col. John Murray, Vice-President; Mr. Joseph Church, 
Ist Asst. Vice-Preside.t; Lieut. John McKillop, 2nd Asst. Vice-President ; 
Mr. Henry Shea, Secretary ; James McBriare, Esq., Treasurer. 


Catholics Given Right to Bury Their Dead—32}}. 


This year, Lord Liverpool writing to Governor Duckworth, said: ‘‘It 
is desirable that you will immediately comply with the request of the 
Roman Catholic Bishop that the Roman Catholic Church may be allowed 
the same rights which that of Nova Scotia possess, of burying its own 
dead.’’ Previous to this Protestant Ministers always officiated at the 
graves of dead Catholics Governor Duckworth writing to Fr. Ewer, 
Vicar-General, in the absence of the Bishop, said: ‘* Until a burying 
ground is set apart distinctly for the Roman Catholics, they must, of 
course, continue to be interred in that of the Protestant Church, and 
the Roman Citholic Ministers will officiate on those occasions.’’ This 
happened after Lord Liverpool’s order. 


First Lighthouse Built—J8J3. 


Fort Amherst Lighthouse, at entrance to St. John’s Harbour, was 
built this year. In 1850 a new house, lantern and apparatus were erected. 
John Sheppard was keeper, and Thomas Moore assistant. Cape Spear 
Light was first exhibited on Sept. Ist, 1835. James Cantwell was keeper, 
Denis Cantwell assistant. 


Big Fire at St. John’s—J3816, 


Fire broke out in the upper part of Walsh’s house, King’s Beach, at 
8 p.m. on Feb. 12th. The fire soon spread rapidly to the adjoining houses. 
The Custom House was preserved. The fire burnt as far as the Cove, 
owned by Hunter & Co. About 120 houses in all were burnt, involving 
a loss of £100,000. 


Another Big Fire in St. John’s—{8J7. 


On Nov. 7th a destructive fire broke out in St, John’s, and ina few 
hours 13 mercantile establishments, 140 dwelling houses, besides stores 
and wharves were burnt to the value of £500,0v0 stg. 1100 persons were 
left homeless. On the 2Ist another fire took place, destroying 56 houses. 
In 1818 another big fire took place in the East End of the city, and a 
number of houses were burnt. 


Merchants Want to Remove Inhabitants— 1817. _ 


Mr. George Kemp, a merchant, who was examined before the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of this year, said: ‘‘T beg to suygest how much more 
eligible it would be for the Government to carry the inhabitants to New 
Brunswick or Upper Canada.’’ The merchants complained of the barren- 
ness of Newfoundland, and Rev. M. Harvey says ‘‘ they needed it to dry 
fish and make fortunes ” 


Agitation fer Local Government—1823. 


This year an agitation for Local Government was started for the in- 
troduction of such an institution as would confer on the people the power 
of making their own laws. The British Parliament was opposed to it at 
first, but it was finally granted. An election was held in 1832, and the 
first House of Assembly was opened in 1833. 


First Attorney General Appointed—!382!. 


Sir Charles Hamilton and Earl Bathurst were in communication in 
relation to the appointment of an Attorney General for Newfoundland, 
The following year an Attorney General was appointed. There was +o 
one qualified in the country at the time, and it was left to the British 
Government to send one from England. Mr. Westcotte. 


Administration of Justice Improved—1824, 


The Administration of Justice was greatly improved by an Act of the 
British Parliament, which provided that the Snpreme Court should be 
held by the Chief Justice and two Assistant Judges) The island was 
divided into three districts, in each of which a Circuit Court was appoint- 
ed to be held each year by one of the Judges, from the decisions of which 
an appeal to the Supreme Court was permitted. A Court of Civil Juris- 
diction was also instituted for Labrador. 


Proposed Incorporation of St. John'’s—{824. 


There was a proposal set afoot this year to grant a Charter of Incor- 
poration for St. John’s. At this time and for some years previous St. 
John’s was beginning to flourish, and absentee landlords residing in Eng- 
land were granting land at a guinea a foot on short leases. A clamor 
was raised if incorporation was granted to tax these absentee landlords. 


Agent Appointed for Newfoundland—1825. 


Francis Hyde Villiers was appointed by Sir Thomas Cochrane to re- 
present Newfoundland at London, where he resided at No. 8, Suffolk St., 
Pall Mall. We should have an agent at London now to represent New- 
foundland, which would make us more widely knwn than we are. _ 


First Council to Assist Governor Appointed—1825. 


Sir Thomas Cochrane was appointed Governor this yéar. Before his 
time Governors had been sole rulers, acting on their own discretion. By 
his commission it was ordered that a Council should assist him in govern- 
ing the country. In a letter to Karl Bathurst Sir Thomas mentions the 
names of the members of his Council, which were as follows :—Chief 
Justice Tucker, Assistant Judges Molloy and DesBarres; the Commander 
of the Garrison; Archdeacon Coster, Dr. Scallan, W. Carter, Esq., Judge 
Vice-Admiralty Court; A. H. Brooking, Collector of Customs; Lieut. 
Haley, Mr. Brooking, John Dunscombe, Newman, W. Hoyles and Patrick 
Morris. 


Royal Charter Granted to Constitute Supreme Court— 1826. 


The Supreme Court, was not duly constituted until pote: when it 
was opened by H. E. Sir Thomas Cochrane, attended by the Magistrates 
and heads of the Public: Departments and ‘all other promineut officials 
and principal inhabitants. The Judges appointed under the Act were 
Ble Justice Tucker, and Assistant Judges J. W. Molloy and A. W. ae

Beothic Society Founded—1827. 


We are told by Bonnycastle that a Society called the Beothic Society, 
for the Civilization of the Native Savages, was started this year, An ex- 
pedition was undertaken by Mr. Cormack, with three Indians, across 
their country to find them, but without success. i ¥ 


Government House Built—1S828. 


The Imperial Government constructed Goveinment House, St. John’s, 
at a cost of £30,000 stg. It was built when Sir Thomas Cochrane was 
Governor. He came here in 1825, and .left, for England in 1834. Mr. 
Harvey, in his history, called it a handsome building, while Judge Prowse 
says it looks ‘* more ke a prison than a Vice-Regal residence.’’ 


sev Gov ernment Granted—1832. 


This year Representative Government was granted to Newfoundland, 
and an election took place. Harvey’s history says: ‘‘ The island was 
divided into nine electorial districts, each of which was to have one or 
more representatives, according to its population. Every man who had 
occnpied a house for a year, preceeding the day of election, and who was 
21 years of age, was entitled to a vote.

First House of Assembly Opened—i833 


On Monday, January 1, the first Local Parliament was opened in 
Newfoundland. David Buchan, Esq., High Sheriff, administered the 
oath ; John B. Garland was elected Speaker. H. E. the Governor attend- 
ed. The following Session, one Mary Travers adverti-es, (taken by dis- 
tress for rent due from the Legislative Assembly of Newfoundland to the 
subscriber): ‘‘1 large desk, containing 8 drawers filled with a variety of 
books and papers of every description ; 1 small desk, used exclusively by 
the Speaker, and filled also with books, papers and a portfolio of great 
value; the epeaken. s chair, stuffed elegantly with blue moreen, and 
mounted with brass.” She also advertised for sale, the Speaker’s cocked 
hat and other articles. It was in her house that the first Assembly was 
held. It seems that the Government, by an oversight, had neglected to 
pay the rent bill in Supply, which brought about the trouble. 


British North America Bank Established—-1 836. 


The Bank of British North America commenced business in this year. 
In November Mr. Milroy, manager of the Bank, Miss Milroy, his daugh- 
ter, Mr. Evans, Cashier, Mrs. Evans and family arrived from TES Os 
Mr. Milroy was the father of the late Lady Thorburn. | 


First Geological Survey—18388. 


J. B. Jukes, the famous Geologist, madea Geological Survey Bt the 


island this year. 
Native’s Society Founded—t840. - 


On June 2oth, the. Natives’ Society was established. Dr. Kielly was 
the first President. Its motto was: ‘“‘Unity and Philantrophy,’”’ New- 
foundlanders only were admitted, and it was organized to promote the 
welfare of the Natives. A red silk sash was worn by the officers, and on 


the left breast every member wore a red rosette. At processions the off- 
cers carried wands The second President was Richard Barnes, M.H A., 
for Trinity, whose remains are interred in the old Church of England 
Cemetery. 


H.M.S. “Spitfire,” First Steamship to Come to Newfoundland—1840. 


H.M S. Spz/fire, Commander Evans, was the first steamer that ever 
appeared in any port in Newfoundland, and great crowds were attracted 
to tie several wharves of St. John's tosee her. She was a paddleship, 
and in their eagerness to view her more closely, two men in a boat had a 
narrow escape from being killed. The boat was cut in two by the war- 
ship's peddles, and the men just escaped with their lives. 


Cornerstone of R. C. Cathedral Laid--1841. 


The laying of the foundation stone of the Roman Catholic Cathedral, 
S'. John’s, Nfld , took place in May, It was corsecrated on September 
gth, 1855, and cost, with the adjacent buildings—the Convents, College, 
and Palace, over £120,000. Bishop Fleming, who caused the Cathedral 
to be built, was a native of Carrick-on-Suir, Ireland. He died in 1850. 


First Agricultural Society Founded--1841. 


At a meeting held on Saturday, 27th November, in the offices of the 
Surveyor-General, the following gentlemen being present—Hon Judge 
DesBarres, Hon. P. Morris, Judge Lilly, the Surveyor-General, Dr. Carson 
and others, it was decided to form an Agricultural Society. The title of 
the Society to be—‘‘ The Agricultural Society of Newfoundland,’’ and to 
be under the direction of the following officers: a President, 4 Vice-Pre- 
sidents, a Treasurer, a Secretary, and a Committee of 24 members. The 
officers ‘elected were: (W. Carsdi, iM) DJ, President; Hon. .Judge’ Des- 
Barres, Vice-President; Hon P Morris, Vice-President; C. F. Bennett, 
Esq., Vice-President; Joseph Noad, Esq., Vice-President; Robert Job, 
Esq.,. Treasurer; Joseph Templeman, Esq., Secretary. On the 13th Jan. 
1842, the first meeting was held and the officers appointed. 


Big Temperance Movement--1841. 


This year Bishop Fleming inaugurated a grand temperance move- 
ment. ‘The trusty henchman chosen by Bishop Fleming to bring the 
symbol to the people of Newfoundland was the Rev. Fr. Kyran Walsh, a 
native of County Kilkenny, Ireland.’”?’ On November 13th, less than two 
months from the inauguration, 3,000 members were enrolled. 


First Catholic Notary Public Appointed--1842. 


Sir John Harvey conferred the commission of Notary Public on Mr. 
Henry Devereux. Mr. Devereaux was the first Catholic who had the 
honour of being appointed to that position in Newfoundland. R. Dever- 
eaux, Esq, the present representative for Placentia and St. Mary’s, isa 
nepbew of the Notary Public. 


Amalgamated Assembly--1843. 


On the 17th Jan. Sir John Harvey opened the First Session of the 
General Assembly under the new form of constitution. In 1842 an Act 
was passed by the Imperial Parliament for amending the constitution of 
the Government of Newfoundland. The principal features in which this 
measure differed from the previous system of government, so Rev. Mr. 
Tocque tells us, were the abolition of the Legislative Council as a distinct 
branch, and its amalgamation with the Assembly into one house. There 
was also an Executive Council distinct from the Legislature, for advising 
the Governor. The Act expired at the end of four years. 


Union Bank KEstablished—1854. 


The defunct Union Bank, which closed its doors on Black Monday, 
Dec. toth; 1894, was founded this year. In 1870 it had as Directors: R. 
Grieve, R. Alexander, R. Thorburn, A. W. Harvey and Jno. Munn. The 
Manager was J, W. Smith. ‘ 


Board of Works Established -1855. 


There was an Act passed this year for the establishment of a Board 
of Works. Iu 1860 we find the House asking for to amend the Bill some- 
what, as the work was rather too much for the Board to do which was 
entrusted to them. 


Commercial Bank Established--1857. 


The Comme cial Bank of Newfoundland was established this year, 
and suspended payment loth Dec., 1894. The Directors in 1870, were :— 
Stephen Rendell, Frederick J. Wyatt, Jas, Goodfellow, Edwin Duder, 
Hon. J. Winter. The Manger was Robt. Brown. Henry Cooke was Man- 
ager when the Bank suspended payment. 


Opposition to Terms of Fishery Agreement with French--1857. 


An agreement was entered into this year between the French and 
British Governments for the purpose of settling disputed points in con- 
nection with the Newfoundland fisheries. When the terms of the agree- 
ment were made known a large outcry arose, as they were regarded very 
unfavorable to the interests of Newfoundland. Delegates were sent to 
remonstrate with the British Government. Harvey, in his history, says: 
‘‘The clauses in the agreement which gave offence were at once with- 
drawn, and the Secretary of State for the Colonies in a despatch to the 
Governor, gave the assurance ‘that the consent of the community of 
Newfoundland is regarded by H. M.’s Government as an essential pre- 
liminary to any modification of their territorial or maritime rights.’ ’’ 
Harvey said, ‘‘this of course was a complete guarantee of the power of 
the Colony to regulate its own affairs. Existing treaties being duly res- 
pected.’’ A French paper, some years afterwards, speaking on fishery 
matters relating to Newfoundland, said in relation to the convention :— 
‘“‘The ratifications were exchanged in London on Jan. 23rd, 1857, and the 
two Governments seemed to be agreed- Nevertheless, when the news of 
the signing of these preliminaries reached St. John’s......-. Parliament 
refused to acknowledge the Convention.’’ 


First Atlantic Cable Laid—1858. 


On Aug. 5th, the gratifying intelligence was received by telegraph 
from Bay of Bulls Arm, Trinity Bay, Nfid., that the Vzagra of the Atlan- 
tic Telegraph Cable Squadron had arrived there at 12 p.m. the previous 
night. The great feat of laying the cable, the greatest achieved imprac- 
tical science up to then, was accomplished. A Ball was given at St. 
John’s in honour of the great event, and was held at the Colonial Build- 
ing. Cyrus W. Field, who engineered the laying of the cable, and Capt. 
Hudson of the Nzagra, were present. The first telegraph message be- 
tween the Old World and the New was sent by H. M. Queen Victoria to 
President Buchanan of the United States. This cable was not a success. 
In 1866 the Telegraph Cable was successfully landed in Heart’s Content. 
After the landing of the cable in 1858 the Americans were so delighted 
that they praised it in song and story. One verse from the pen of the 
Governor of New Hampshire was as follows -— 


‘*Vankee Doodle used to ride 

On a little pony, 
Now he talks to t’other side 
In twenty minutes on’y.”’ 


Water Company Established 1859. 


In the Governor’s Speech of 1860, at the opening of the Assembly, he 
says: ‘‘ The important measure which was passed in the Session of 1859, 
establishing a Water Company, with the view of supplying this large and 
populous town with an abundant supply of fresh water called forth an 


expression of approbation from the Secretary of State. ‘ Everything is 
progressing favourably connected with this great work, and a very satis- 
factory report from the Company will be laid before you.’’ A few years 


afterwards (1862) water was conveyed from Windsor Lake to the city. 


Newfoundland Rifle Volunteers Formed—1860. 


On Jan. 23rd, Francis C. K. Hepburn, writing to Sir Alex Banner- 
man, said: ‘‘I have the honour toinform Your Excellency that a meeting 
of the persons who have recently formed themselves into a Volunteer 
Rifle Company, was held this day in the British Hall, and elected for 
their officers:— P» ‘Tasker; Hsq’, Capt. ;" Hon. J: Fox, Lieut); H.K. Dick- 
inson, Esq., Ensign.’’ At Harbor Grace a branch of the Rifle Volunteers 
was formed, with John Hayward, Capt.; Henry T. Moore, Lieut. ; Robt. 
S. Munn, Ensign. The Rifle Volunteers disbanded around 1870. 


Visit of Edward, Prince of Wales—1860. 


On July 23rd, the late King Edward VII., then Prince of Wales, visit- 
ed Newfoundland and remained at St. John’s for a few days. While here 
he visited all the principal buildings, the racecourse at Quidi Vidi, and 
other places. He embarked for Halifax on July 26th in H.M.S. Hero. 
The Prince was the father of our present ruler, George V. 


First Steamer on Outport Service—1860. 


The S.S. Victoria, formerly in the employ of the Telegraph Co., was 
chartered by our Local Government to convey mails and passengers South 
and North, On one of her voyages she grounded on the rocks, got leaky 
and went to Boston. She did not return after this. 


First Local Steamer to Prosecute Sealfishery—1863. 


The S.S. Bloodhound arrived here in Feb. from Scotland, command- 
ed by Capt Alex. Graham. She was the first local steamer to prosecute 
the Sealfishery, and was supplied by Baine Johnston & Co. 


First Confederation Delegation to Ottawa.—1864. 


On Sept. 21st Sir Frederick Carter and Sir Ambrose Shea took pass- 
agesdin the S.S. Osprey, intending to go to Quebec to be present at a Con- 
vention about to be held in that city, consisting of delegates from the 
different North American Colonies. Mr. Shea was Leader of the Oppo- 
sition, and Sir Frederick was Speaker of the Assembly. The Convention 
was held for the purpose of making Newfoundland a province of Canada 


Union Copper Mine, Tilt Cove, Opened—1864. 


The Union Copper Mine was opened at Tilt Cove. In this year no 
less than 8000 tons of ore were shipped from it to the value of 464,000. 
The proprietors were C. F. Bennett and Smith McKay, 


Confederatiou Election—1869. 


A General Election took place this year—the all-absorbing topic being 
Confederation, Sir Stephen Hill was Governor. The important question 
was submitted to the electors. The late Sir Frederick Carter led the 
Confederates, who were opposed by the “ Anti’s,’’ under the leadership 


of Hon. C. F. Bennett. The ‘ Anti’s’’? ~weré victorious. A verse of a 
song written on the occasion says, as follows: 

‘“ And now Confederation, a shametul death has died, 

Tis buried up at Riverhead, beneath the flowing tide ; 

And may it never rise again to bother us I pray— 

Hurrah, my boys, for liberty, the Anti’s gained the day!” 


First Manufacturer’s Exhibition—1872. 


The late Rev. E. Botwood, C. of E. Clergyman of St. Mary’s Church, 
Southside, St. John’s, was the first to inaugurate a Manufacturer’s Exhi- 
bition. which was held in a Rink which then stood on the site of the 
present Bannerman Park, It was patronized by persons of all creeds and 
classes, and some articles of local genius were exhibited, which were 
highly commended. 


Steam Communication with England and Ameriea Established—1875. 

In this year direct steam communication was established with Eng- 
land and America, by an arrangement entered into with the Montreal 
Steamship Company. The trade and commerce of the country weie 
greatly benefitted by this improved means of communication with the 
outside world. Those were the ‘‘ Allan Line’’ steamers, which since the 
present war are now stopped running, and Shea & Co. were their New- 
foundland Agents. 


First Government Railway Survey—1875. ¢ 


A number of Canadian Surveyors this year, under the superintend- 
ance of Sanford Fleming, the eminent Canadian Engineer, surveyed for 
a suitable railway line from St. John’s to St. George’s Bay. It was 
proved that the line was feasible. It was not constructed because the 
British Government could not be induced to sanction the construction of 
the line, as the terminus would be on the so-called ‘‘ French Shore.”’ A 
Canadian newspaper. said as follows about the matter? ‘“ The island of 
Newfoundland has caught the railway fever, and has advanced an idea 
which, if carried out, will shorten still more the voyage between the con- 
tinents The distinguished engineer, Mr. Sanford Fleming, has been 
the first to suggest this route, which is from St. John’s acros: the island 
to St. George’s Bay—a distance of 458 miles.”’ aa 


St. John’s Divided into Wards—1879. 


This year the town was divided into wards. We had no Municipal 
Council, and the town was under control of the Board of Works Depart- 
ment. Soil carts were provided for the removal of nuisance. John 
Stuart, Esq., was the Secretary of the Board of Works Department. 


Newfoundland Railway Started—1881 


This year saw the commencement of the Newfoundland Railway. 
The first sod was turned on Aug. oth. The inhabitants of Foxtrap be- 
lieving that they would be ruined if the line went through their lands, 
created a riot. The police were sent out to suppress them. It is now 
known in history as the ‘‘ Battle of Foxtrap.”” In the Cornhill Magazine 
of 1905 Judge Prowse tells a story about the “‘ battle.’ He says, speak- 
ing of one of the arrested men: ‘‘ After the prisoner was taken, the po- 
lice inspector and all his men went of to guard against his recapture by 
the mob, and I was left alone with the angry crowd. A tall, old man, 
came out witha long gun. He laid his hand on my arm ‘ You bea un- 
just Judge,’ he said; ‘and it would plaze de Lord to shute the likes of 
you.’ Now, I am a sportsman, and my eye was at once directed to the 
Jong blunderbuss. I saw immediately there was no cap on the nipple of 
his muzzle-loader, so before the eld chap could defend himself, I gave 
him a kick in the back. The long gun got between his legs and down he 
went. ‘You old fool,’ said I, ‘when you come out to threaten a man’s 
life go get acap on your gun.’ At which the crowd laughed heartily.” 


Dock Begun—1883. 


This year the Dock was begun The year previous the Legislature 
entered into a contract for its construction and operation with Messrs J. 
E..Simpson & Sons, of New York, The work began in May, 1883, and in 
1884 it wascompleted. It was formerly opened by the entrance into the 
dock of H.:M.S. Yenedos, in presence of a large number of people. It is 
600 ft. in length, 132 ft. at its widest part, and has a draught of water 25 
ft over the gate sill at high water. -Another description is rendered in 
the /udustrial Number of 1902, giving the dock’s length at 625 ft., 85 ft. 
wide, and 26 ft. Ceep. 

St. John’s First Lit by Electricity—1886. 

On Nov. Ist, the streets of St. John’s were first lit by electricity. The 
switches were manipulated at the headquarters of the Electric Light Co. 
by Anna and Emma Pooke, daughters of Mr. lf. S. Pook, Manager. 


First Municipal Council--1888. 

An Act was passed providing for the election of a Municipal Council, 
under whose control would be placed a sewerage, lighting, cleaning, and 
all other matters conected with the improvement of St. John’s. On Aug 
30th the election took place. At this election voting by ballot began for 
the first time also the ‘‘ voting by ward’’ system. John T. Carnell was 
elected for No. 1 Ward; F. St. John for No. 2; Mo-es Monroe for No. 3; 
Michael Power (one of the present members for the Upper House of 
Assembly, and father of His Lordship Bishop Power of Bay St. George), 
was elected for No. 4; W. D. Morison (father of Hon. D. Morison) for 
No. 5; James Goodfellow and James P. Fox were Governmeut appointees. 
All but Hon. M. Power are dead. 


Registration Births, Deaths and Marriages Bill Passed--1890. 


The Act of 1890: was in abeyance until amended by that of 1891, and 
the law came into force by proclamation on May Ist, 1891. Mr Aubyn 
Pearce, of London, England, father of Mr. William Pearce of the Dept. 
of Public Werks, was the first Registrar-General of births, deaths, and 
marriages. In his report published in 1894, he says: ‘‘I at once set to 
work despatching forms, circulars, stationery, etc., to the registering 
officers, and awaited returns. They came in slowly, and not even in every 
case correct. Many had to be sent back, and to sum up—the end of the 
year found me in possession of a mass of returns, but these not in any- 
thing like consecutive order.’’ In our researches we find that as far back 
as 1852 a suggestion was made for the creation of a register for births, 
deaths and marriages, and in 1865 or thereabouts a Bill was brought into 
the House for the same purpose. 


«July Fire” Destroys Half of St. John’s--1892. 


The ‘‘ July Fire’’ took place on July 8th. It started at the junction 
of Pennywell and Freshwater Roads, iu a barn, and soon spread rapidly 
to the adjo ning houses. Before night half the the city was destroyed by 
fire. 420,000,000 worth of property was destroyed, and 11,000 people 
rendered homeless, 

First Native Catholic Bishop--1892. 


Monsignor M. F. Howley was consecrated Bishop on June 24th in the 
Re Oaibediab Dye khevealtoai., |. Power, Bishop.of St..John’s. The 
Monsignor was the first Newfoundlander to be raised to the dignity. He 
was afterwards made Arckbishop, and died in 1914. 


Grenfell Mission on Labrador Begun--1892. . 


The Grenfell Mission on Labrador was organized this year. The 
Dr. spent three months on the coast attending the sick, and in 1893 he 
built an hospital at Battle Harbor. The people of this country well know 
the good work that has been performed by Dr. Grenfell and his assistants 
and all who are liberally inclined are profuse in praise of his humane 
work. 


Council of Higher Education--1893. 


An Act was passed to provide for Higher Education. It made pro- 
vision for the appointment of a Council of Higher Education with a view 
of promoting a high standard of education throughout the country, the 
awarding of prizes and diplomas and scholarships to the successful can- 
didates. 

First Canadian Bank —1894. 


After the failure of the two local institutions—the Union and Com- 
mercial Banks ot Newfoundland—the country was for a short time a 
country without a currency. The Bank of Nova Scotia came to assist 
Newfoundjand. It commenced business on the 24th December. The 
Bank of Montreal soon followed on January goth, 1895, and the Royal 
Bank later. 

Wabana Iron Ore Mine Opened 1895. 


The Wahana Iron Ore Mine was opened at Bell Island, distant about 
12 miles from St. John’s. The ore was shipped to Germany before the 
war. It is shipped to Scotland, England, Philadelphia, (U.S A.,) and 
Cape Breton. The Dominion Iron and Coal C>., and also the Nova Scotia 
Steel and Coal Co. work the Mine. 


First Mail and Passenger Train to Port-aux-Basques—1898. 

The first regular mail and passenger train to Port-aux-Rasques left 
St. John’s Station at6 p.m. July 25th. She took a mail and a large num- 
ber of passengers. Amonyst them were—H. D. Reid, G. Gillispie, R. 
White and J. Lindberg. 


Electric Tram Car Service Inaugurated—1900. 


The /llustrated Tribune for 1905 says, that ‘‘the electric tram car 
service was inaugurated in St. John’s in the spring of 1900.’’ Three years 
previous an industrial number says: ‘‘ For this enterprise the people of 
the community owe a debt of gratitude to the Reid-Newfoundland Co., 
who have always been first in inaugurating improvements yielding the 
greatest benefits to the people of the city and colony.’’ 


Visit of Duke and Duchess of York—1901. 


On Oct. 23rd the Duke and Duchess of York (now their Majesties the 
King and Queen of England), arrived in St. John’s in the Royal yacht 
Ophir, accompanied by the Diadem, Niobe, Crescent and Proserpine. 
They were given a grand reception by the populace, and left on Oct. 25th. 
On May oth, 1910, the Duke of York was crowned King as George V. 


First Mayor of St. John’s—-1902. 

A Municipal election was held this year. Two candidates were nom- 
inated for Mayor, Hon. George Shea and Thos. White, Esq., both natives 
of St John’s, Mr. Shea was elected Mayor. Four years afterwards three 
candidates stood for Mayor, Messrs. Shea, Anderson and Gibbs. The 
latter gentleman, who claimed to be the Labour Candidate, was elected 
by an overwhelming majority, receiving more votes than those of his 
opponents combined, , 


Longshoremen’s Union and Other Unions Organized—1903. 


This year witnessed the birth of trades and labour organizations. The 
Longshoremen’s Protective Union was organized in May. Unions of tin- 
smiths, carpenters and joiners, bakers, masons, and bricklayers followed 
in rapid succession ‘The dominant figure and organizer was the Hon. M. 
P. Gibbs, K.C., (a member of the recently formed National Government), 
The success of the movement is shown by the many concessions it won 
and the solidarity of the ranks of skilled and unskilled workers Hon. 
Mr. Gibbs deserves a meed of praise for the patience, the industry, and 
tenacity shown by him since the unions were organized. Under his wise 
and discretional counsel unionism in St, John’s has proven a tower of 
strength to the workingman. 


French Shore Question Settled 1904: 


After many years of trouble and turmoil over the French Shore diffi- 
culty it was finally settled this year. Sir Robt. Bond was Prime Minister 
and the late Sir Cavanish Boyle was Governor, His Excellency said ina 


letter speaking of the French Shore Question: ‘‘I congratulate you (Sir 
R, Bond), your colléagues and the Whole cmmunity most cordially on 
the splendid, results which have been attained ’’ France obtained valu- 


able concessions in Africa for giving up her rights in Newfoundland. 
First Newfoundland Rhodes’ Scholar—1904. | 


Sidney Herbert was the first Newfoundland Rhodes’ Scholar. He 
won the scholarship in thts year. Heis the son of Mr. H. M Herbert. 
Sidney Herbert was born at Pilley’s Isldnd, Deé. 18th, 1883, and entered 
St. Bonaventure’s College on Sept. 4th, 1896. The intermediate scholar+ 
ship was won by 15-year-old Annie Collins, of Trinity. 


General Election Held—Political Deadlock—1908. 


. A General Election was held this year. The Liberal Party were led 
by Rty HomioirtR: Boud,' and the People’s! Party”/jby' Hon. Sir EP. 
Morris. An even number of members were elected—18 on each side, Sir 
E. P. Morris formed a temporary government, and in the spring a bye- 
election was held, and the ‘* People’s Party’? were elected, carrying 26 
seats, and the Liberals Io. 


BK. P. U. Established—i908. 


At. Herring Neck, in the L.O.A. Hall, a mass meeting of fishermen 
was heid in November to consider the advisability of establishing a Fish- 
erman’s Union for Newfoundland. Mr. W, F. Coaker was the organizer. 
The Advocate,.the organ of the Fishermen’s Protective Union, said on 
ulyee7thy 1907, speaking of the Union: ‘‘In nine years the Union has 
established a Trading Co, capitalized ‘at $250,000, with 49 branch stores. 
Ch chee ae A Union Export Co., with a capital of $1,000,000, has been estab; 
lished ; also a Shipbuilding Co., with a capital of $50,000. 


Board of re Founded— 1909. 


A Board of Trade was formed this year. Mr. R. Grige, saiaaerees 
Trade Commissioner, was here on the occasion. He came here at the 
request of H. E. the Governor, for the purpose of a conference upon the 
very important subject of markets for the products of Newfoundland. 
One of the most important suggested improvements outlined by Mr. 
Grigg was the matter of cold storage. Mr. Ray, Canadian Commercial 
Commissioner, who was here also at the time, said that he had been con- 
siderably surprised on his arrival to discover ‘that Newfoundland did not 
possess a Bouird of Trade. On June 28th the Board of Trade met at the 
Supreme Court to elect officers.. About 70 members were present. Mr. 
M. G. Winter was elected President. The late Hon. J. Harris was elected 
First Vice-President. 


King George V. Seamen’s Institute Opened—1912. 


Governor Williams presided at the opening of the King George V. 
Seamen’s Institute on Dec. r9th. Superintendent Jones arrived at St. 
John’s in November, The Institute was made a temporary hospital for 
the survivors of'the Newfoundland sealing disaster of 1914, and as a mor- 
tuary for the deceased. Mr. Jones received the thanks of the Coxe ata 
for his kindness on that occasion. 


Visit of H. R. H. Prince Albert Frederick—19138. 


i, Silas Royal Highness Prince Albert Frederick, second son of King 
George V., visited Newfoundland in this year asa Cadet on H.M.S. Cum- 
berland, which was making a six months’ cruise. He arrived at St. 
George’s on July 20th, He visited St. John’s and was accorded a good 
reception. 


Big Sealing Calamity—1i91t4. 

Yn March, while the sealers were at the icefields, a big storm arose and 
eighty poor sealers lost their lives, having been froz n to death, by being 
all night on the ice. They were part of the crew of the Newfoundland, 
commanded by Capt W. Kean. The Southern Cross, Capt. Clarke, was 
lost the same year coming from the Gulf laden with seals, and her crew 
of over 170 men met a watery grave. 

Prohibition Carried—1915. 

Total Prohibition for the whole island was carried this year by vote. 
It required 4o per cent. of the registered voters at the election of 1913 in 
order to make Prohibition operative. The total votes polled for Prohibi- 
tion were 24,965, against 5,348. Majority: 19,617. It came into force on 
Jan. Ist, 1417. The Government took over the sale of the liquor, and 
Capt. T. Bonia was made Assistant Controller, and the Finance Minister, 
Hon. M: P, Cashinj{Controller-: 


Daylight Bill Passed--1917. 


Hon John Anderson was the ‘‘ father’’ of the Daylight Bill in New- 
foundland. For upwards of nine years he kept up an agitation in favour 
of the Bill. It was passed and came into force on Sunday, June roth. A 
notification signed by the Colonial Secretary reads as follows :—His Ex- 
cellency the Governor having give assent to an Act respecting certain 
changes in the hours of the day and night to be cited as the ‘‘ Daylight 
Saving Act, 1917,’’ the public are hereby notified that under the provis- 
ions of the said Act, on the evening of Sunday, roth June, at 9 o’clock, all 
clocks are to be put on to Io o'clock, aud time thereafter will continue as 
at present from day to dav until the last Sunday in September next. This 
shall be known as the ‘‘ Newfoundland Time,’’ and shall be applicable 
to the whole Colony. 

National Government Formed—1917. 

The Liberal-Union Party and the ‘‘ People’s Party,’’ (the then Gov- 
ernment) amalgamated inJuly The Advocate, the organ of the Liberal- 
Union Party, said on the occasion: ‘‘ It seemed reasonable that a party 
composed of representatives of all sections of political opinion should have 
a greater effect in bringing about that union which is necessary in order 
that our part in the war may be taken worthily and in a manner befitting 
England’s oldest colony.’? The Liberal-Union Party asked that an ap- 
peal be made to the people the following spring for a mandate to rule the 
Colony for four years. The Natioual Government had as ministers from 
among the late Government: Rt. Hon. Sir E. P. Morris, Premier; Hon. 
M. P. Cashin, Minister Finance and Customs;. Hon. R. A. Squires, Col. 
Secretary, without portfolio; Hon. J. Bennett, Hon. M. P. Gibbs, Hon. 

. © Crosbie, W. Woodford, Esq., M.H.A., Minister of Public Works. 
The following took office from among the Liberal-Union Party: Hon. W. 
F. Lloyd, Minister. of Justice; Hon. W.W. Halfyard, Minister Agriculture 
and Mines, without portfolio; Hon. W. F. Coaker, Hon. J. A. Clift. Hon. 
A. KE. Hickman, Hon. W. J. Ellis, and J. G. Stone, Esq., M.H.A., Minis- 
ter Marine and Fisheries.

PUBLIC ‘NOTICE. 


The attention of the Public is Heuvel to the following provisions of 
the Discovery of Minerals Act, viz:— 


1. It shall be lawful for any person who shall make any discovery 
of minerals in this Colony, at the time of making application for a ]1- 
cerise for the same or without making any such application, to file in the 
office of the Minister of Agriculture and Mines aclaim in writing, verified 
by affidavit, setting forth that he is the first and original discoverer of 
such mineral, what such mineral is, and as accurately as possible the 
situation of the deposit. The Minister of Agriculture and Mines, imme- 
diately upon the filing of such a claim, shall give notice in the Royal 
Gazette and one other newspaper, setting forth briefly the facts contained 
in said claim and thename of the claimant, and calling upon all persons 
who may dispute such claimant’s right as first or original discoverer to 
give notice to his Department of any objection thereto within sixty days 
thereafter. If at the expiration of the said period of sixty cays, no such 
objections are received at the department, the claimant shall be deemed 
to be the true first and original discoverer, and his name and the dis- 
covery shall be registered in a book to be kept in the said Department, 
called the ‘‘ Register of Mineral Discoveries.’’ 


1. if at any time thereafter any such location shall be developed or 
operated, the person registered as the true first or original discoverer 
thereof shall be entitled to receive and shall receive from the funds of 
the Colony the sum of one thousand dollars; provided that no such lo- 
cation shall be held to be developed or operated unless at least fifty men 
shall have been continuously employed in actual mining thereon for a 
period of at least one year. And provided also that such discoverer shall 
not be deprived of any of the rights herein conferred by reason only that 
any such discovery is made upon private lands.

WY 7HEN ‘TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN arriving in this 


Colony bring with them Cameras, Bicycles, Anglers’ Outfits, 
Trouting Gear, Fire-Arms, and Ammunition, Tents, Canoes, and Imp- 
lements, they shall be admitted under the following conditions:— 


A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes and tent 
equipage. A receipt (No 1) according to the form attached shall be 
given for the deposit and the particulars of the articles shall be noted 
in the receipt as well as in the marginal cheques. FPeceipt No 2 if 
taken at an outport office shall be mailed at once to the Assistant 
Collector, St: John’s, the receipt No. 2 shall be sent to the Landing 
Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler or 
Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by presenting the 
articles at the Port of Exit and having them compared with the receipt. 
The Hxamining Officer shall initial on the receipt the result of his 
examination and upon his correctness being ascertained the refund 
may be made. . 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of any 
kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may be taken 


upon such articles.

Constabulary Notice. 


INFLAMMABLE OILS. 


It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding $200 for any 
person to have in his possession or under his control or keepin any 
building in this Colony, except in a building whose site and construction 
are approved of by the Governor in Council, more than five barrels or 
tierces, or an equivalent quantity of gasolene, paraffin, naptha or other 
inflammable oils. 


Within the limits of the town of St. John’s, Harbor Grace, 
Carbonear, and Brigus, the limit is two barrels or tierces or their 
equivalent, except in any building situate between southside of Water 
St., St. John’s, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, or on board vessels in 
these harbors where the limit is five bar. els or tierces and their equivalent, 
(See Inflammable Oil Act of 1897.) 


Provided however that it shall be lawful for any person to have in 
his pos ession a quantity of gasolene not exceeding fifty gallons, 
provided that such gasolene is kept in a secure iron can and stored in 
the open air, and that the can and the place of storage is approved by 
the Inspector General of Constabulary. Punishment on Conviction: A 
fine of fifty dollars, or in default of payment, imprisonment not excced- 
ing three months. (See Inflammable Oil Act, 1911.)

Ain Act Respecting the Refining of Cod Liver Oils 


Bacsed Wp aih oie 


Be it enacted by the Governor, the Leg:slative Council and House 
of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as follows:— 


1 —From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage in the busi- 
ness of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first obtai ed a License from 
the Department of Marine and Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, to be recovered in a summary manner before a 
Stipendary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 


2.—Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department subject 
to such rules and regulations as may be made by the Governor in Coun- 
cil in that behalf. 


3.—Any person who, after the first of July, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any refined Cod Liver 
Oil without having the same first inspected and branded in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter one hundred and four of the Consolidated 
Statutes of Newfoundland (Second Series) shall be subject to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary man- 
ner befoie a Stipendary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall 
sue for the same, 


4.—One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions of this 
Act sball be paid to the party giving the information, and the other half 
to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the guidauce of those interested, and 
they are required to govern themselves accordingly, and apply for a Li- 
cense to the Department of Marine and Fisheries immediately.

NOTICE. 


The Attention of Vessel Owners is called to the following 
Section of Harbor Regulations: 


If in the opinion of the Harbor Master, any vessel anchored 
in the harbor is likely to sink or become an obstruction to navi- 
gation, the Harbor Master may, after giving twelve hours’ notice 
to the owner or agent of such vessel, or without notice where 
there is no owner or known agent in St. John’s, take charge of 
and remove such vessel, and may deal with and dispose of such 
vessel in such a manner as he shall think necessary, to provide 
for the free navigation of the port; and all expenses incurred 
under this section shall be borne by the vessel or her owners, and 
may be recovered with costs in an action in the name of the 
Harbor Master before a Stipendiary Magistrate.
